afact which made it more probable that, 
even should some of the Penusylvanla Re- 
publicans fulfill their threats of bolting, the 
Republican caucus nominee for Clerk might 
still de elected. Two of the Democratic ab- 
sentees were Leopold Morse, of Boston, and 
Deuster, of Milwaukee, the latter having too 
long delayed his return from Europe to 
reach the Capital. Perhaps the most con- 
spicuous figure upon all sides pending the 
calling of the roll was W. E. Robinson, of 
Brooklyn, the noted correspondent “ Riche- 
lieu,” a man noted for his wit and humor, 
who is likely to be a rival of Sunset Cox. A 
figure not less conspicuous was that of the 
Rev. J. Hyatt Smith, a slender, trim, cler- 
ical personage, who wore an old-fashioned 
black silk hat, and looked like a ecoun- 
try clergyman with a good share 
of humor.

Some amusement was created pending the 
announcement of the roll-call at the discov- 
ery that Mr. Hazelton, of Wisconsin, one of 
the most prominent in securing the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Keifer, was classed with the 
Greenbacker Hazeltine, of Missouri, as vot- 
ing for Mr: Ford. Mr. Keifer, in his speech 
of thanks, indicated the hope, or at 
least the expectation, that this will 
be a business Congress.

The Speaker seated, the swearing in 
of members proceeded by platoons, those 
who could take the iron-clad oath standing at 
the left of the semi-circular area in front of 
the Speaker’s desk, those who had borne 
arms against the Republic standing at the 
right and awaiting the administration of the 
modified. oath. The names of the members 
from Alabama were read, when the Rebub- 
licans made objection to the swearing in of 
MR. WHEELER. 
Mr. Wheeler comes from the Sixth Alabama 
District, having the Governor’s credentials. 
His claim to the seat is contested by Lowe, 
the Greenback member of the last House, and 
there can be no doubt whatever that Mr. Lowe 
received largely the majority of the votes. 
The Greenbackers wished to emphasize this 
fact at the beginning, and they attempted to 
do this in a rather awkward way, through 
Mr. Jones, of Texas, a very sincere, earnest 
Granger sort of a man, who knows little 
about the rules of the House, but has a very 
stubborn sense of justice. He insisted upon 
holding the floor without making a motion, 
in violation of the parliamentary rules and 
of the established order of procedure, and to 
the surprise of the Republican leaders, 
Speaker Keifer was disposed to let him have 
his way. Here Speaker Keifer made 
His FIRST RULING, 

to the effect that it was for the Speaker to 
determine the order of procedure in the 
swearing in of members, and he directed 
Wheeler to stand aside. The Democrats 
took advantage of this ruling. A number of 
challenges were subsequently made, but 
finally all members having prima-facia cer- 
tificates were sworn in and all the officers of 
the House elected. Mr. McPherson escaped 
defeat by a very narrow margin, the Penn- 
sylvania members having all finally * voted 
for him.

in that city, a new member with evidently a 
very broad ambition, who made himself con- 
spicuous in Washington last spring as a 
volunteer leader of the party, entered the 
lists against Chaimers.

PREACHER POWERS. 
To the Western Associated Hess. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 5.—The Rev. Dr. 
Powers, pastor of the church the late Presi- 
dent Garfield attended, was elected Chapin 
of the House; but there was Republican op- 
position, and this alarmed him. Last sum- 
mer he preached a sermon, which was tele- 
graphed to the Western Associated Press, in 
which he referred to the political influences 
which, he said, led to de assasination of 
Garfield. He said: “Had there been no 
Stalwart contest against the prerogative of 
the Executive there would have been no 
such assault upon the President’s life. Gui- 
teau's crime is but the terrible product of the 
vicious, shameless, bitter, inflammatory at- 
tacks indulged in persistently by those 
who have only personal ends to serve, and 
who were dissatistied with the Executive ac- 
tion, not because it affected the interests of 
the country, but because it was not in accord 
with their own precious counsel. It is not 
the act of an irresponsible madman. The 
murderous report of Guiteau’s pistol on the 
2d of July was but the final eruption of a 
diseased political atmosphere. An atmos- 
phere poisoned by the pestilential vapors 
from the cesspools of faction, and from the 
venomous breath of slander. It is but the 
bitter fruit of the spoils system, it is but 
the representative work of the place men.“ 
Powers in a letter to the Republican members 
of the House, today, disclaims any intention 
of reflecting on the Stalwarts. In reply to 
the charge that he was nota Republican he 
says he was born in Virginia, was foo young 
to be in the Rebellion, but, had he not lived 
in Washington, would have voted for Gar- 
field.

NO COMMOTION.

Mr. Edmunds is as sharp-spoken and quick- 
witted as ever, and Omar D. Conger, the suc- 
cessor ot bluff Zach Chandler, is also witty 
and quick at repartée. The Union army is 
nobly represented by Gens. Logan, Hawley, 
and Miller, while there is no lack of Southern 
Brigadiers on the Democratic side of the 
House, 

GEN. MAHONRE, 
with his long hair and beard, bright gray 
eyes, and fragile form, appeared jubilant 
over his success in Virginia, while Beck, of 
Kentucky, and Lamar, of Mississippi, were 
also the recipients of many congratulations 
on their reélection.

MISSING FACES.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dee. 5&.—Congress is 
back again. The National debating society 
has resumed its annual sessions. It is in the 
busy, boisterous House that the frequenters 
of the Capito] will notice the most change. 
Among the 300 and more members and dele- 
gates bere are many new faces. There are 
the familiar faces left of the 

OLD POLITICAL LANDMARKS, 
which have served as guide-posts for a gen- 
eration of legislators, but there are new and 
unfamiliar faces, and it is the appearance of 
these new faces which gives the hall of the 
House an unaccustomed look. The changes 
upon the Republican side are very marked, 
and the effect of these changes is yet to be 
determined. The men on the Republican 
side who towered above all others, who were 
leaders in the Republican party, and men of 
recognized eminence throughout the world, 
have been transferred to the Senate, haye re- 
tired to private life, or have joined the long 
procession of the dead.

His New York Central

Important Western Pooling Meetings to 
Be Held Today— The Inspection 
Bureau. 


An Important Acquisition by the Can- 
ada Pacific. 
Special DispatcW to The Chicago Tribune. 

Toronto, Ont., Dec. 5.—On Saturday a dis- 
patch from London, England, said: “ The Great 
Western Kailway Company of Canada bas made 
such arrangements as will enable it shortly to 
acquire the Credit Valley, and it is the intention 
of the Great Western to assist in building the 
Ontario & Quebec Line from Ottawa to Toronto 
without delay. Negotiationsto this end have 
been in progress for several days, and have now 
been agreed to.“ Inquiry made here elicited 
from the Directors of the Credit Valley Com- 
pany that the Great Western bad not and could 
not acquire the Credit Valley. It transpired, 
however, that the reverse of the reported agree- 
ment was the truth—viz.: that the Credit Valley 
had acquired the Great Western, or at least con- 
trol ot it. This is a distinction with a difference, 
for it is not a merely local affair, but the 
final great move on the railway chessboard 
which makes the Canadian Pacilic Railway a 
monopoly reaching from ocean to ocean. A 
short time ago the Canadian Pacific Railway 
acguired control over the Credit Valley Hail- 
way, and now the latter, through the agency of 
Vice-President Osler, has succeeded, wulle in 
Loudon, in making such arrangements as will 
place the Great Western under the control of 
the Credit Valiey—that is to say, under the con- 
trol of the Canadian Pacific Railway. Sometime 
ago a bitter tight resulted in Mr. Hendrie, of 
Hamiiton, obtaining control of the Northern & 
Northwestern Kallway, and it is now divuiged 
that this was also done in the interest of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. It is well known that 


the Canadian Pacific Company has also secured 
control of the Toronto, Grey & Hruce Kaiiway, 
the gage of which was altered to the 
standard last week. The Great Western’s 
entrance to Chicago will probably be made 
permanent by the Canadian Pacitic Company, 
so that a direct fight between that company and 
the Grand Trunk may be made for ail Ameri- 
can tram to the Canadian seabvard. The Cuna- 
dian Pavitic Railway Company has also secured 
control of the charter ot the Toronto & Uttawa 
Liue, vow being surveyed, and they now control 
the Quebec, Montreal, Ottawa & Occidental 
Line, which gives them access to the St. Law- 
rence waterway. They aiso possess the Canada 
Central Line, which they wil extend to Sault 


Ste. Marie. Th will also extend the Northern. 


Railway so as either to tap the Canada Central 
about Calendar, or run along the shore 
and meet the main line of the Canada Pacitic 
at Sault Ste. Marie. Thereafter it is probable 
that the Canada Pacifie Company will run a line 
along the south shore to drain their oon St. Paul 
lipe, and a line along the uorth shore to keep ou 
the portion of the Cauada Pacilic already con- 
structed, thus securing the c around the 
greatest of the inland seas. ere seems to be 
little doubt that after Moutreal is reached they 
will acquire voutrul of a line to the American 
coast, so as to provide for winter traflic. All 
these lines being consolidated has the effect of 
making practically only two great railway cor- 
purations in Canada, and the question is, How 
long can they resist consolidation into one huge 
monopoly?

bonds te par and reiease the piaintiifs from 
their obligations and assure to them large pruiits 
upon their investments. 

This agreement, it is stated, Mr. Vanderbilt

Vanderbilt Having Accomplished the 
Objects tor Which He Commenced the 
War Is Now Heady to Make Peace. 
Mr. H. B. Ledyard, General manager of the 

Michigan Central Railroad Company, was in the 

city yesterday on business connected with his 

roam. Mr. Ledyara left in the evening, having 
received orders from Mr. Vanderbiit to go to 

New York at once. Mr. Ledyard does not know 

what he has been called there for, but thinks it 

has something to do with the negotiations that 


have lately been going on looking toward a set- 
tlement of the war between the Eastern trunk 
lines. There can be no doubt that Vanderbilt 
has at last become disgusted with this war and 
is anxious to have it brought to a close in some 
way or another, and for this reason be wants, no 
‘doubt, the advice of the General Managers of 
his roads. What bas brought about Mr. Van- 
erbilt's change of mind is not known. 
So much is quite certain, that he is anx- 
jous to make peace and is even willing 
to concede to the Pennsylvania and Baltimore 
& Obioa differential rate on Philadeiphia and Hal- 
timore business. The demand of differential 
rates to those points by the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore & Ohlo Roads, it has been claimed all 
along, was the principal bone of contention; 
and Vanderbilt frequently stated that he would 


not make peace until bis competitors agreed to 
accept the same rates to Philadelphia ana Balti- 
more as to New York. But it looks decidedly as 
if this matter had only been a secondary con- 
sMeration with Vanderbilt, and that his real ob- 
jects were in an entirely different direction. As 
frequently stated in THe Trisune heretofore, 
Vanderbilt's principal object in commencing 
this war was to drive some of His new competi- 
tors from the field. He found that new lines and 
extensions were being constructed along the 
lines of his roads—the New York Central, 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern, and 
Michigan Central—which threatened to 
grea damage their interests by diverting 
busin from them. He found that in 
order save himself from beug damaged, be 
must eifher get possession of some of these new 
compet ig lines and secure better connections 
and outlets for hig old lines or force the other 
trunk lines into a pooling arrangement to last 
for some years, thus placing the new lines in 
the course of construction beyond the power ot 
doing his roads much barm for some years to 
come. He has been unable to force the other 
trunk lines into such a pooling arrangement as 
he desired, and he seems to have given up this 
scheme entirely. In his determination to secure 
new connections and outlets for his roads, which 
Will enable dim to hold his own hereafter, he 
seems to have been more successful. He has 
acquired control of the Ohio Railway Company 
(Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati & Ohie and 
Cinciunati, Hamifton & Dayton Roads), which 
gives bim an outlet from Cleveland to Cincin- 
nati. It is also reported, as stated in yester- 
days TRIBUNE, that he has succeeded 
in > an arrangement with the 
Ralwuay of Canada 
by which that road virtually comes under his 
control. There is uo doubt among railway of- 
ficials here that such an arrangement has been 
perfected, and it is quite likely that General- 
Manager Ledyard has been cailed to New York 
more for the purpose of aiding in carrying out 
the arrangement with the Great Western than 
for the purpose of giving his counsel in the 
peace negotiations which are said to be now in 
progress. With the Great Western under his 
control, Mr. Vanderbilt needs no longer fear 
competition with the Michigan Central by the 
aggressive Wabash, and the latter not being abie 
tu use the Great Western will either be com- 
pelled to stop at Detroit or make an alliance with 
the Grand Trunk. The latter the Wabash can- 
not conveniently do, and it will be competied to 
give his roads the business at Detroit, just as he 
compelled it to give his Lake Shore its business 
at Toledo by acquiring control of the Ohio Hail- 
way Company. Vanderbilt has also strengthened 
his hoid on the Chicago & Northwestern, and it 
is cla.med that he has now full control of this 
property. The Great Western has an independ- 
ent outlet to Milwaukee, and all the business to 
the Northwest via that city can be given to the 
Northwestern at Milwaukee; and at this point 
the Michigan Centra! & Lake Shore make direct 
connections with the Northwest, which thus 
— Vanderbilt full control of a through line 
rom New York tothe Missouri River and all 
points in the Northwest. These new acquisitions 
will also nave the effect of forcing the Erie to 
abandon the Erie & North Shore and South 
Sbore fast-freight lires after Jan. 1, 1882, at 
least until the Erie has completed its own line to 
this city, which cannot be done until the end of 
next summer. Vanderbilt no doubt had also a 
desire to get control of the Erie Railway and the 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis Railway, now in 
the course of construction. bis con- 
test for the Erie he has deen 
worsted, as the English bond and sbare 
holders preferred to let Mr. H. J. Jewett cout in- 
ue tO Manuge the road for them. Whéther he 
will succeed in his efforts to get control of the 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis is not yet Known. 
The parties building the road will no doubt sell 
it ifthey get a good price, and as Vanderbilt 
can afford to pay a better price for it than any- 
body eise be is quite likely to getitin the end, 
im which event he will simpiy useit as an 
ad ditional track for the Lake Shore. 

Vanderbilt havipg thus virtually gained the 
objects for which he commenced the war, or so 
much as it was possibie for him to gain, is now 
ready to enter into negotiations with the Penr- 
Sylvania and the other trunk lines for 
a cessation of hostilities. He has no 
longer any object in continumg the dis- 
astrous fight. and is ready to make such 
concessions as he can without stultifying him- 
self. It is quite probable that the settlement 
of the troubies will be referred to the Board of 
Arbitration, consisting of Messrs. Charies Fran- 
cis Adams Jr., D. A. Wells. and J. A. Wright. 

So much is quite certain, however, that a res- 
toration of peace between the Eastern trunk 
lines will not. result in the reé@stablishment of 
former freight rates, but passenger rates would 
no doubt be put back tooild figures. Of course 
the Eastern trunk lines would giadly return to 
former freight rates if they could ly do 
so. But the present condition of business is 
against them. There is no demand for grain in 
the East or in Europe, and even at the present 
low rates but little is going forward. Should 
the rates be advanced shipments would 
almost entirely cease. The Mississipvi 
barge lines are now taking grain from St. Louis 
to Liverpool at 11 cents and 12 cents per busbell, 
and they can get but littie at that, and as long 
as the barge lines are able to take business at 
such low rates the railroads will be compelled to 
make such rates as will meet that competition. 


A New Line to Chicago from the East.

RENEWAL OF BANK CHARTERS. 

The chief point of interest in the report of 
the Controller of the Currency is his recom- 
mendation that Congress shall pass a law en- 
abling any National bank to extend its char- 
ter twenty years longer by application within 
two years from the date when the original 
charter expifes and with the approval of the 
Controller. 

It is not likely that authorization of this 
kind can be procured from Congress when 
there is a strong sentiment of hostility to the 
National banks in the rural districts of the 
West and South, and it is doubtful whether 
that would be the proper plan to assurea 
continuation of the National-bank system 
beyond the term of twenty years from the 
date of its organization, to which the law 
now limits them. As the first charter issued 
to any National bank is to expire on the Ist 
of next month, the second in the following 
April, and thereafter those of nearly 400 
banks within the succeeding year, having a 
capital of nearly $100,000,000, the question of 
renewal is certainly important and immi- 
nent: and, if any further legisiation is need- 
ed, discussion thereon ought not to be de- 
layed. 

There seems to be a very common misap- 
prehension as to the intent of the present 
law. It is very generally believed that the 
continuation of the banking business under 
the National law is absolutely limited to 
twenty years, or, in other words, that this 
term is assigned as the limit of the law Itself. 
This is not the case. The National-Bank 
act, as it stands, provides for the organization 
of National banks under the prescribed con- 
ditions at any time. A new bank, the Chicago 
National, has just been organized in this 
city: eighty-six new banks were organized 
during the year ending Nov. 1 last. The 
charters of these banks extend in each case 
twenty years from the date of actual organ- 
ization. But the limit of each separate char- 
ter is twenty years, at the end of which term 
the bank must be dissolved and its affairs 
wound up. Thesame capital, however, can 
be reinvested under a new charter, and a 
new term of twenty years can thus be ac- 
quired. * f 

The effect of such a law as Controller 
Knox proposes would be to enable banks to 
extend their original charters twenty years 
longer without liquidation or reorganiza- 
tion. There are serious objections to such a 
course. Forty years form too long a term 
for any National bank to continue business 
without a settlement of its affairs. The 
twenty years’ limitation was one of Secre- 
tary Chase’s wisest provisions. Every Na- 
tional bank thus has notice from the start 
that at the end of twenty years k must be 
prepared to put its affairs into perfect order, 
collect the debts due it, pay its depositors, 
provide for the redemption of its outstand- 
ing notes, distribute its capital and surplus 
among the shareholders, and wind up its 
business honestly and fairly. The law 
should be allowed to stand in this shape. 
The process for forming a new bank- 
ing association, in which both the cap- 
ital and the surplus of the old institution 
can be employed, is simple and inexpensive, 
and the liquidation of the old association is 
the only thorough means of demonstrating 
to the Controller, the creditors, and the pub- 
lic the solvency and solidity of the institu- 
tion. There should be such a showing at’ 
least once every twenty or twenty-five years. 
Experience has proved that occasional bank 
éxaminations cannot be trusted to reveal the 
exact status of any bank, but there is no con- 
cealment of condition from the rigid require- 
ments of final liquidation. 

if there be any doubt of the privilege of 
reinvesting the capital of any bank whose 
charter shall expire in a new association, 
though we do not understand how there can 
be, then, of course, provision to authorize 
such a privilege should be granted by Con- 
gress. It seems to be entirely clear, how- 
ever, that such reorganization and reémploy- 
ment of capital for banking purposes can 
only be prevented-by a repeal of the present

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KEIFER. 

The attempt of the third-term “ Stalwarts,” 
so called, to make capital out of the election 
of Mr. Keifer, of Ohio, to the Speakership ts 
a bit of the most transparent humbug. Mr. 
Keifer never was in favor of a third term of 
the Presidency for anybody. He never was 
a “Stalwart” in the sense of that word which 
Conkling, Cameron, and the other Bosses 
have made odious. He is no more and no 
less of a Stalwart than Blaine, who invented 
the word, or Garfield, whom a Conklingite 
murdered, or John Sherman, or George F. 
Hoar, or J. R. Hawley, or Omar D. Conger, or 
8. J. Kirkwood, or Ben Harrison, or C. B. 
Farwell, or a hundred other men conspic- 
uous in public life who were opposed to the 
third term first and last. 

Mr. Keifer was in a peculiar sense not a 
“Stalwart,” inasmuch as he was an original 
Hayes man, and continued to be the special 
representative of ex-President Hayes on the 
floor of Congress after Garfield had aban- 
doned his cause. The pretense that Mr. 
Keifer ever gave up Hayes in Congress or 
out of itis faise. He always was and still is, 
and probably will long continue to be, on the 
most intimate terms of personal and political 
friendship with the ex-President. He was 
one of the delegates who nominated Mr. 
Hayesat Cincinnati in 1876 by the practice of 
the art of “sticking,” and he has stuck 
ever since. At Chicago he was equally per- 
sistent in his devotion, first to John Sherman 
and then to James A. Garfield, neither of 
whom had anything in common with the 
Cameron and Conkling kind of Stalwartism. 

The statement that Mr. Keifer has contract- 
ed, in return for the Speakership, to deliver 
Ohio over in the next Presidential eonven- 
tion to Conkling and Cameron is puerile and 
ridiculous. Mr. Keifer could not scare up 
100 Conklingites in his vwu district, if he 
should hunt it through from end to end. 
There was not a stronger anti-third-term 
district in the United States than his was 
and hardly a man in it was more outspoken 
against Grantism than he was. It he were 
disposed to do it, he could not bring one 
district or one county in the State to the 
support of a faction of desperate spoils- 
hunters who are known in Ohio only as the 
bitter foes of Mr. Garfield, and are not held, 
altogether Innocent of blood-guiltiness by 
many of his most devoted friends. 

The truth is that all the candidates for 
Spéaker—Reed, Hiscock, Burrows, Orth, 
Kasson, and Keifer—w anti-Grant Stal- 
warts. The Cameron tien had to choose 
among them, and they chose Keifer, not 
because he was their kind of a Stalwart; but, 
first, because he made thema better offer 
than anybody else; and secondly, because he 
was nota Blaine man, as the others were 
without exception. 

A better test of the strength of the third- 
term machine men was the choice of a 
Clerk. For this office Mr. Edward MePher- 
son, of Pennsylvania, had about the same 
vote that Keifer received for Speaker. Yet 
McPherson was the bitterest dose that Cam- 
eron and his machine could be asked to swal- 
low. He is one of the most outspoken anti- 
Cameron men in Pennsylvania. He was 
Chairman of the Cincinnati Convention, 
and broke down the unit rule by his de- 
cision at that convention. He was at the 
elbow of Senator Hoar in the Chicago Con- 
vention, and constantly prompted him in the 
proceedings which gave the coup de grace to 
Bossism in National politics. He is, more- 
over, an ardent and devoted follower of Mr. 
Blaine. He was elected in spite of the oppo- 
sition of a majority of the delegation from 
hisown State—a most unusual thing. After 
this it will not do to say that third-term Stal- 
wartism had any triumph in the organiza- 
tion of the Republican House. The choice 
of a Sherman man for Speaker and a Blaine 
man for Clerk was not such a victory as the 
machine Stalwarts and spoils-hunters can 
alford to boast of.

PRACTICAL CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 

It was one of President Garfield’s purposes 
to appeal to Congress to provide by legisla- 
tion a regular term of office for all the em- 
ployés of the various branches of the civil 
service of the United States, and to establish 
a tenure under which no incumbent should be 
removed during his term, unless for cause. 
This was to embrace ail the subordinate 
offices of the Government, which would 
practically include four-fifths of all the per- 
sons in the civil service. 

Gen. Raum, the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, in his report, embodied a plan for 
reorganizing and systematizing all appoint- 
ments and removals in the civil service, and 
as it is stated that the President and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury have botn approved 
this plan of Gen. Raum's, and have sent 
their approval with the report to Congress, 
we reproduce from our columns the follow- 
ing abstract of the report. The adoption of 
this system would embody the following 
regulations:

ernment. This Government has hitherto re- 
jected all propositions leading to a civil pen- 
sion list. The measure proposed by Gen. 
Raum partakes samewhat of this character, 
but, as a matter of fact, it exists at pres- 
ent, though notin a recognized legal form. 
At present there dre in all the civil branches 
of the Government men who entered the 
civil service when young, and who served 
the Government faithfully and ably until 
} they have grown old, and are no long ca- 
pable of labor. These men have persons 
dependent on them, and Administration after 
Administration shrinks from dismissing 
them. They are continued on the pay-rolls 
year after year, though they have long since 
ceased to render any compensatory service. 
We have no law making provision fogeeuch 
cases; there is no authority for retiring them 
on small pay, though even party hunger and 
the demand for places rarely insist on the 
dismissal of these men, because dismissal 
means sending them to the alins-house, 

Gen. Raum’s recommendation provides for 
removal of all persons who have by age or 
infirmity ceased to be capable of performing 
active duties, and an allowance to them p 
portioned to the time they have been fh the 
public service. Perhaps charity or human- 
ity, if not justice, demands that something of 
this kind should be done. In Great Britain 
there is a general law which provides that 
any person in the civil service who has 
served a stated number of years, or reached 
a given age, may voluntarily retire on a pen- 
sion equal to a proportion of his salary, and 
this civil pension list has in progress of time 
become a large and costly one. This propo- 
sition of Gen. Raum, if properly guarded 
against abuses and against becoming a for- 
midable asylum for decayed civilians, may 
be employed to strengthen the service by the 
enforced retirement of persons who have be- 
come incapable, 

The other recommendations embodied in 
the plan are all of a character that will com- 
mend themselves to the country. It will have 
one good effect. It will destroy the false im- 
pression that subordinate places ugfler the 
Government are mere holiday 7 
—easily got, with liberal pay, and Nothing to 
do. No man of the acquirements and the 
ability to obtain an employment of that char- 
acter atasalary ranging from $600 to $2,000 a 
year will seek such places, so long as any 
employwent for like services in private busi- 
ness would be better compensated and offer 
a more desirable tenure. This scheme of 
Gen. Raum’s certainly closes the door to ig- 
norance, incapacity, and idleness, and there- 
fore does much to destroy the hunt for office, 
and compels men te seek other and more re- 
munerative and more independent employ- 
ments. 


A BAD AND ABSURD LAW. 

It is provided by Sec. 481 of our present 
criminal code that “juries in all criminal 
cases shall be judges of the law and fact.“ 
This provision, according to the decisions of 
our Supreme Court, authorizes the jury, in 
criminal cases, entirely to disregard the writ- 
ten instructions as to the law given by the 
presiding Judge if they think they know 
better what the law is than the Court does. 

That it is unwise to confer such authority 
upon twelve men who in most instances 
never read the criminal code of the State 
and are totally unacquainted with the laws 
of evidence and the whole theory of criminal 
jurisprudence is clear. The utter absurdity 
of this provision of the statute is more clearly 
seen, however, when taken in connection 
with the fact (1) that, under the ruling of 
our Supreme Court, if the presiding Judge 
before whom the case is tried refuses to give 
proper instructions to 8 as to the 
law that is a ground for granting a new 
trial; and (2) if he does give instructions 
that do not correctly set forth the law 
thatis a ground for new trial; and (3) if he 
refuses to tell the jury that they may eutirely . 
disregard all the instructions he has given 
that also is a ground for new trial; and (4) 
to Cap the climax and give the criminal one 
more chance a new trial may be granted-if, 
on review of the case, the Supreme Court is 
of the opinion that the jury have not decided 
the law correctly, thereby practically ignor- 
ing the statute which makes the jury the judge 
of the law without qualification. 4 

The practical working of this peculiar 
provision of our criminal code was very 
clearly demonstrated by the proceedings of 
‘the jury in the case of Wesley Fisher, who 
was indicted and tried for the murder of his 
wife in the Circuit Court of La Salle County. 
The case was tried and given to the jury 


as to the law in the ordinary way. After the 


propounded this conundrum to the presiding 
Judge: 

One of the jurors maintains that he is compe- 
tent to judge of the correctness ot any or ail of 
the instructions of the Judge, as his, tne juror’s, 
own opinion of the law may dictate. What is the 
law on that point? 

The Judge thereupon gave further instruc- 
tions in writing, and the jury again retired. 
After being out all night again, being still 
unable to agree, they again came into court 
and propounded to his Honor these interrog- 
atories: 


As We are not permitted to explain to the hon- 
orable Court our strange and peculiar situation, 
we ask the instruction of the honorable Court 
on the following points: 

l. Is it lawful fora juryman to go behind our 
stat te law and search the Bible to see whether 
our Statute laws are pot void in consequence of 
their disagreement with the higher law? 

2. Is it lawful fora juryman to go behind the 
trial and search iaw-books to see whether the 
Judge did not exclude some testimony that ought 
to have been admitted? 

A. Is it lawful for a juror to go behind the in- 
structions of the Court and search law- books 
for the purpose of finding some error in the in- 
struction? 

If so, how long must we remain in this worse 
than purgatory and be abused and vilified by a 
fanatical madman? 


The Court having by this time reached the 
conclusion that it was better to overlook the 
statute and use a little common sense, in- 
formed the jury that they must take the law 
as laid down to them in the written instruc- 
tions of the Court, and notspend any more 
time in searching the Bible for a higher law. 
The jury again retired, and on the day fol- 
lowing brought in a verdict of guilty. 

The case was then takeg by the defendant 
to the Supreme Court, where a new trial was 
ordered, on the ground, among other things, 
that the presiding Judge committed error in 
instructing the jury that they must take the 
law as laid down to them by the Court.

‘ THE INDIAN QUBSTION. 

The Secretary vf the Interior devotes 
larger part of his report to the Indian ques- 
tion, and brings to it more matured considera- 
tion, careful attention, and practical sugges- 
tions how to solve the problem—for it still is 
as much of a problem as ever—than any of 
his predecessors have done. | 

The three main propositions laid down by 
the Secretary as necessary to the solution of 
the problem are: first, the education of the 
Indian in the English language; second, the 
necessity ofjiis earning a livizig by his own la- 
bor; and third, securinguls obedience to the 
law and his aid in making and administering 
it. The first condition is the least important 
ot the three, and must be relegated to the 
future, for nothing can be done towards edu- 
cating adult Indians in anything but work 
or obedience to law. It would be as useless 
as to expect adult Americans to learn the 
Indian dialects. The teaching of our 
language must be confined to the young 
Indians, and with the present limited 
resources that will bea work of many years, 
but they can be taught to work without any 
reference to language or books by taking 
away their arms, assigning land te them, 
supplying them with tools, and setting them 
atit. By breaking up the tribal relations, re- 
ducing the immense number of reservations 
which are now scattered all over the West- 

ern country from the Mississippi to the Pa- 
cific Ocean, and concentrating them where 
they can be looked after easily, and without 
keeping the entire army broken up into little 
squads to hunt them down and keep them on 
their reservations, a long step will be taken to- 
wards civilizing them. ‘There are now 224,000 
Indians upon 102 reservations. These reser- 
vations require sixty-eight agencies and thir- 
ty-seven military posts—the work of the mil- 
itary posts being during a large part of the 
time the undoing of the work of the agen- 
cies, or of the contractors who hang about 
them. By reducing these reservations and 
concentrating the Indians where they can be 
easily reached then some steps can be taken 
towards introducing work and some form of 
government among them. 

These steps are required not alone as a 
matter of policy, but of necessity, for every 
year, every month even, railroads are 
traversing the territory where they have 
been accustomed to roam, and the vast tide 
of emigration is reaching them even in their 
most remote resorts, The Indian, being 
the weaker and being in the way, must yield, 
if not peaceably then by force, and ff some- 
thing is not done soon they must disappear, 
which is nota humane solution of the ques- 
tion and should not be allowed until every 
other means of solving it has been tried. If 
they are not to be wiped out by civilization 
then they must be encouraged or compelled 
to fall in with civilization, and to educate 
their youth, to teach the older ones our 
methods of work in those directions in which 
it has been shown they can succeed, to 
compel them to respect law, to sur- 
round them with some simple form of 
government, to disarm them and restrain 
them from running wild in the chase or on 
the war-path, seem to be the common-sense 
methods of protecting them from extermina- 
tion, and perhaps ultimately ot making them 
useful citizens. And these are not the only 
compensations which will arise from such a 
solution of the problem, for with its success- 
ful application the frequent massacres of 
settlers and soldiers will cease and the rings 
of corrupt agency and contract plunderers 
will be broken up, which have been among 
the most fertile sources of our troubles with 
the Indians. The recommendations of the 
Secretary are entitled to consideration be- 
cause they are practical and because he has 
the good sense to recognize that the question 
has passed out of the region of sentiment.

AERIAL NAVIGATION. 


Electricity Loeked Te as the Great 
Agency of the Future. 

Mr. F. W. Brearey, a member of the London 
Aeronautical Society, read an interesting paper 
lately on aerial navigation, explaining, with the 
aid of models, the principles upon which at- 
tempts had bitherto and should in tha future be 
made to effect artificial fight. Theo couclusiou 
at which tbe Acronautical Society bad arrived 
was that flight was merely a mechanical action 
capable of imitation, that it was unassisted by 
airy cells or other contrivances for effecting 
levity, that the balloon was incapable of bemg 
rendered useful to man as a means of locomo- 
tion except in the way of waftage, and that 
this mode of progression iu relation to the 
earth was capable of bemg materially 
assisted by some method of raising or lowering 
the ballvon at pleasure without loss of gas or 
ballast. After pointing out seme of the condi- 
tions under which a fis) moved in the water ana 
a bird in the air he said he was quite prepared 
for the discovery of some pecullur conditions at- 
tachmg tu the agitation of this thin medium of 
which we had no conception. The tenants of 
the alr, great as was the variety in their size 
and form, resembied one another in possessing 
three important capacities, the association and 
proper adjustment of which constituted the 
property and power of flight—viz.: weight, sur- 
face, and force. The weight of a body was due 
to the action of gravity, and the problem was 
how so to retard or reyulate the action 
of gravity as to cause its influence to 
be infinitesimally distributed. Having .ex- 
plained what he wished to show 
by projecting some peculiarly-folded pieces of 
paper across the theatre, he then le: fall from a 
hight a bat- shaped model, which soon. taking a 
curve, shot out in a unearty horizontal direction 
for atime. Had force, the third great principle 
of flight, been employed, it would bave neutrai- 
ized tna action of gravity #0 long as it continu ed. 
and the flights of the models would have been 
prolonged. In endeavouring to estimate the pro- 
portion of plane surface to weight, so that the 
one might carry the other by the application of 
impulsive force, we were not witvout siguificant 
datu. So varied were the forms of tlight, and so 
widely different the conditions—in some cases a 
heavy weight being supported by small planes 
or wings, and in others little weights 
by extensive surface—that if ever the subject 
should be mastered, flight would probably be 
effected in more ways than ope. Great weigbt 
and small surface, us the Observations of M. de 
Lucy sbuwed, must be accompanied by great 
velocity, as in the light of the common sparrow, 
while with sa.all weight and great surface, as ia 
the butterfly tribe, a reduced velocity only was 
requisit. If, therefore, man could coustruct the 
necessary surface of strength sufficient to in- 
sure safety, he could certainly add by the aid of 
engine power sullicient velocity to obtain sup- 
port upon the atmosphere. Showing this 
by the flight of models with wing sur- 
faces of different forms, which were pro- 
pelled by torsion of india rubber 
bands, he then gave au account of experiments 
which had been made withiu the last thirty 
years. It wastobe regretted that “yf were 
working in secret, and thus the causes of failure 
were not generally known. One reason for this 
secrecy was the fear of ridicule; another the 
state of the patent laws. He bad bimself turned 
bis attention to the parachute, because it was 
kuown thata surface of thirty square vards 
would bring a mau safely to the ground, and 
his efforts had been directed to providing u 
means of propulsion.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 5.—At half-past 3 
o'clock this afternoon a fire broke out in the 
blacking department of the ma: R!ne-shops in the 
penitentiary, located in the western part of the 
city, and spread quickly despite the strenuous 
efforts made by the convicts to suppress the 
tlames. Several alarms were signaled, but owing 
to the confusion caused by the reception of the 
alarm from various boxes the engines did not 
arrive until the fire bad gained eousiderabile 
beadway.

PRECAUTIONS ASAI SER HORRIBLE DIs- 


New York, Dec. 5.—The Board of Health 
has sent out a circular to every practicmg 
physician tm the city, requesting them, in 
view of the expected increase of small-pox 
during the winter months. to report all cases 
and suspected cases of simall-pox through the 
police-stations by telegraph. There were 
thirty-three cases of small-pox reported in 
this city last week, and yesterday three ad- 
ditional eases were reported. The Sanitary 
Superintendent says there is no cause for 
alarm. Many cases reported are cases where 
families have endeavored to keep the facts 
from the department. Others are imported 
cases from Jersey City. 

‘THE DISEASE IS VERY PREVALENT 

on the other side of the river, and it is im- 
possible where there are two cities only sep- 
drated by ferries to establish a strict quaran- 
tine, and Jersey City patients, knowing they 
will be sent to Snake Hill, come over here 
and put up at a friend’s house or in some ho- 
tel. There is a marked increase in the num- 
ber of all cases of contasious diseases this 
year over last, with the exception of diphthe- 
ria. which shows 8 decrease. I do not think 
the prevalence of contagious diseases can be 
attributed to any local cause.

contagious diseases. The condition of the 
streets has noth to do with it whatever. 
Five new cases of small-pox are reported in 
Jersey City and Bayonne this morning, two 
of them having resulted fatally.

A FEARFUL‘ TRIP. 
EXPERIENCE OF THE STEAMER 
WAISLAND. 

New York, Dec. 5.—The steamer Wais- 
land arrived today from Antwerp after a 
twenty-two days’ trip. Her passage was one 
of the most tempestuous ever met with.

Mr. Barrett is an actor who has more than 
once dared te defy the ancient maxim, “via 
antiqua, via est tutissima! He has had the 
courage to step out of the beaten track and to

tent with ipterpreting parts which have 
been the stock in trade of act- 
ors for scores of years, bas paid some 
attention to the demand for noveities and to the 
encouragement of whatever talent exists among 
our younger playwrights. Mr. Barrett has been 
fortunate in bis ventures. “ Yorick’s Love“ 
bas been a marked success, and has won laurels 
for the creator of the leading part. And last 
night, unless we are very much mistaken, Mr. 
Barfett presented the public with a new play 
of even greater merit than bis last attempt, and 
one which will take rank as one of the most 
complete and effective impersonations he has 
ever Attempted. Pendragon,“ Mr. Barrett's 
last new play, is one of the best plays in biank 
verse we have seen, and is by all s the best 
drama—in construction, in literary merit, and 
in its strong dramatic situations—that 
this season nas produ Young 
its autnor, is entitled to hearty and sincere coa- 
wratulations. He has written a great play. and 
genuine ovation be received last night was 
well merited. Modestly keep in the back- 
ground, and only asking a fair and unpreju- 
diced opinion, his answer is a complete triumph, 
of which he should and will be proud.

occurs in the forest of Dean, be obtains proof 
of ber gullt. With this proof he stralgut sar 
vontronts Arthur. The latter at first refuses to 
believe the statements. Whoily absorbed in his 
ambition, be had let pass unnoticed the mary 
trities which to a emailer mind would have been 
cause for appreheasion and alarm. But, 
overruled by the advice of his follow- 
ers, be agrees to test which Mo- 
dreds roposes, and returns at once 
to Camelot. There, in the Queen's apartments, 
be tinds Launcelot alone. Warved by the friend- 
ly Vivien, the kuight bad contrived the escape 
of bis royai mistress; remaining himself to bear 
the brunt of the King’s wrath. Modred and bis 
adherents clamor fer the death of Launcelatl, but 
Arthur, overwhelmed by the ruin of his hopes 
and the perfidy of his trusted friend, scorns the 
paitry revenge, deciaring that Launcelot shall 
live to bear the burden of bis sin; and turn- 
ing upon Modred, whose scheme ne compre 
hends, be flings bim to the ground, and trum- 
pies upon his body. Launcelut tees to France, 
Hutnever to Alavesabury, and Modred raises the 
standard of revolt. the eve of the last bat - 
tle, Arthur visite Guinever in her sanctuary. 
la a passionate scene he forgives ber. 
and bids her farewell. Then the mists of 
the great catastrophe close about him. 
The battle of Comlan follows. Defeated, 
wounded, and deserted by ali save his faitinul 
fool, Arthur is attacked by Modred, whom me 
kiiis with his last effurt of strength. He falls 
upon the ground, and Launcelot, who had re- 
turned to assist him, arrives in time 
only close the lightiess eyes. Such 
is in brief the plot of this very 
strong play. The scenery, which is all new, 
is as fine as any that bas been seen in this city, 
and the stage setting in every respect was fault- 
less. Particularly is thistrue of the first and 
last acts, the beauty of the scenery if 
which was loudly applauded.

Mr. Barrett gave the very best performance 
he has given during this engagement.

People who enjoy the ha-ha-villain-I-have- 
you-now style of drama can be accommodated 
to almost ayy extent at the Grand Opera- House 
this week, where Ine Journalist” is being 
produced. Mr. A. C. Gunter, the gentieman 
who admits the authorship of this play, states 
that since its production in California, where it 
sailed under the name of The Reporter,” it 
has been entirely rewritten, this work having 
been done, as Mr. Gunter is careful to state, in 
New York, although the precise effect which 
geographical location would have upon budding 
genius is difficult to determine. The Journal- 
ist,” as now presented, is a generous admixture 
of love, train-wrecking, gailey slave, secret 
mai riage, and several other ingredients not 
powerful enough to manifest themselves 
permanently in the dose which the 
audience is expected to take. In ail 
draimas constructed upon proper principles 
there is a very bad man and a young female 
whose purity of heart is equaled only by the 
homeliness of her face, and there is also a very 
niece young man of lefty purpose, whose affec- 
tion tor the Madonna-like beauty is returned by 
ber. This young man is invariably poor, other- 
wise he would be of no possible use in the play.

When 
Chancellor heard tow sick his girl bad been he 
sought out the Frenchwoman, and arrived just 
as she was expiring of griefon account of her 
only son having been sent to the gaileys for life, 
be having been .found guilty of forgery, mur- 
der, and other things of less note. She asked 
Chancellor to save her son if he ever got a good 
chance, and he said ail right. whereupon the be- 
nevolent Freneu woman proceeded at once to die. 
Chancellor finds that the young man whom he 
was to save if things worked that way was in 
the galleys at Toulon, and, placing bis hand on 
the exact spot on his custom-made coat under 
which the beart is supposed to be located, he 
gazes intently at the Eaglish widower and says 
he ig ready for business. The other gentile- 
men then go to dinner, and as soon as 
they are out of the room a man sta- 
tioned near right upper entrance of 
the stage for purpose hi a bass drum 
three violent blows, whereupon Chaneellor re- 
marks that the cannon is firing because a pris- 
oner has escaped from the calieys, and he hopes 
the lucky individual is the son of the French- 
woman who saved bis wife from dying. At this 
point Eugene La Font, the person to whom he 
alludes, comes out from behind a sofa and 
identifies himself. Chancellor saves him, and is 
about to be cast into a dungeon by the French 
authorities when the reporter fixes things. 

This is is the prologue. In the play everybody 
gets back to America. Chancellor finds that his 
wife, whose marriage is uoknown, is receiving 
the attentions of an alleged French Count. She 
stili loves her husband, but he doesn't think so 
and discards ber. Then the reporter exposes tne 
bogus French Count, who proves to be Eugene La 
Font. Before he does this, however, La Font 
discovers that the reporter knows his secret, 
and makes arrangements for detonat him to 
a better world hy sending bim a candy-box con- 
taining dynamite, and so constructed that when 
opened it will blow him toatoms. Here is where 
the dramatist missed a great chance. He should 
dave previously bad the reporter fall in love 
with the cruel mother who would not consent to 
ber child's marriage with Chancellor, and then 
arranged it so that the reporter, instead of try- 
ing to eat the candy, would send it to the object 
of his affections. n th® mother-in-law would 
have been explod and all would have gone 
merry as a marriage-bell. But, anyhow, the re- 
porter doesn’t get hurt, and exposes the villain 
at the proper time. 

The next act takes place near Pittsburg, dur- 
ing the railroad riots of 1877. By this time Fu- 
gene La Font is the leader of a band of train- 
wreckers, Chancellor is the engineer of the train 
whith they wreck, and the girl who was married 
to bim in the little ivy-crowued chapel in Switz- 
erland is a passenger on the train. La Font 
discovers both of them in the ruins of the train, 
and is about to end their checkered career with 
a club when the reporter turns up ds 
him over to justice. 


HOOLEY’S. 

A roodly-sized audience at Hooley’s last even- 
ing greeted Mr. John 8. Clarke on his first ap- 
pearance in this eity after an absence of fully a 
decade. The piece presented was Sterling 
Coyne’s well-known comedy, “The Widow- 
Hunt.“ expanded into a fouf-act play by Mr. 
Clarke, who assumed the röle of Major Wellington 
de Boots.

JUDGE COX. 
SCANDULOUS LICENSE ALLOWED THE ATRO- 
CIOUS ASSASIN--THE WHOLE NATION 
SHOCKED AND OUTRAGED. 
New York Worid, Dee. 4 

We observe a weak disposition on the part 
of some of our contemporaries to congratu- 
late the country that what they call fair play 
isso conspicuously shown to Guiteau, and 
that his trial proceeds precisely as if he had 
shot a fellow-tramp instead of shooting the 
Chief Magistrate of a nation. Our coutem- 
poraries labor under a great mistake. Judge 
Cox would never have allowed Guiteau such 
license in court had he been on trial for 
shooting a fellow-tramp. Judge Cox from 
the first hag allowed Guiteau to assume for 
himself the importance which belonged to 
his deed by reason of the eminent station of 
his victim. Throughout the trial Judge Cox 
has strained the law. in our humble judg- 
ment, beyond its power to bear, and 
twisted the common-law presumptions as 
to guilt and innocence out of al! semblance 
of common sense, by treating Galteau, who 
was caught red-handed in the act of murder 
and who admits the killing, precisely as if 
his connection with the homicide was in 
doubt; and by treating the question of Gui- 
twau’s responsibility as if the law presumed 
an accused man to be irresponsible until his 
responsibility can be established. Guiteau 
as a prisoner on trial stands before the world 
in an attitude absolutely different from that 
which ninety-nine out of one hundred pris 
oners Ov trial usually oceupy. His counsel 
admite that his client must be found gullty 
of murder unless he can be shown to be irre- 
sponsible, and a criminal is usually presumed 
to be responsible until the jury otherwise 
pronounce. Our Washington dispatches this 
morning intimate that Judge Cox is about to 
condescend still farther to Guiteau, so far 
indeed as to allow him to create 
THK HORRIBLE SCANDAL OF COMPELLING 
the President of the United States to appear 
as a witness in behalf of the assasin who 
slew the President's predecessor. It is per- 
fectly notorious that Vice-l’resident Arthur 
was on his way from Albany to this city 
when the assasination occurred, that he has 
never had any acquaintance with Guiteau, 
and that he can onty de summoned into the 
case in that spirit of shameless bravado 
which has daily taken on fresh insolence 
from Judge Cox’s pliability. Guiteau comes 
into court under a presumption of * guilt and 
not innocence. lle ought to have been 
treated by Judge Cox not with toleration, 

BUT WITH ABHORRENCE. 

The technical rights which the law accords 
to every prisoner should have been accorded 
to Guiteau, if nut with a visible reluctance, 
at least with an evident judicial disgust, in- 
stead of with a show uf false magnanimity, 
not to say witha “coddling” of Guiteau’s 
hideous self-coneeit, such as Judge Cox has 
dally exhibited, we regret to say, to the al- 
most unanimous disgust of the country.

Convening of the Louisiaua Legisiature 
—Gov. McKuery’s Me-sage. 

New OnLsAxs. La., Dec. 5.—The extra session 
of the Legislature convened today. Gov. Mc- 
Enery, in bis message, after alluding w the 
death of President Garfield and Gov. Wiltz, and 
paying appropriate tributes to their memory, 
discusses matters requiring lewisiative action, 
and which made nevessary the calling of an 
extra session, the most important object being 
to provide adequate revenue for the State and 
make the required appropriation. In conclu- 
sion the Governor says: There is no reason for 
the continued cry of ‘Poor Louisiana and 
ber impoverished people.. We must reai- 
ize the tact that she is rich, and force 
her to the front rank of the States. 
Her assessment- roll for 1880 shows a valuation 
of $177,006,461, and for 1881 of $181,660.21. This 
is wrong, and should be corrected. Such vaiua- 
tions do us no credit. When the property oi 
this State is thoroughly assessed. even at two- 
thirds of its value, it will show a valuation of 
quite $300,000,000. The constitutional limit on 
tuxation will then be more than gufllicient. The 
tax-rate cau then be reduced, the State Govern- 
ment sustained, and our State debt annually 


‘decreased. Cunfideuce will be restored, our 


bonds will be on the market at reasonable in- 
terest and comuianding a premium, capital will

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LAST OF THE MIAMIS. 


Wapasn, Ind., Dec. 4—Anm Went of no 
little importance in this vicinity is the coming 
payment of a large sum of money by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to the 
remnants of the once famous tribe of 
Miami Indians of Indiana. This now al- 


and all the changes which mark the difference 
betweea savage life and civilizétiog in this fa- 
vored section have been accomplished durmg 


the last half century. 

It is the old story of the white man’s resist- 
less energy. Gradually tae country filied up 
with hardy pioneers until, in 188, a part of the 
tribe avaiied themselves of the offer of the 
Goverament and sought a home beyond 
the Mississippi. The remnant staid, pos- 
sessing certain rvadous of land and 
an annual annuity. Those who remained 
did so by the terms of the treaty, and included 
only the families (bands) of Pe-she-wah (or 
Richardville), the Natioval Chief; Godfrey, the 
War Chief; and the Village Chief, Me-shin-go- 
me-sia, These were assigned reservations in 
this and adlolumg counties, and here they ro- 
sided, and their descendants still contidue to ro- 
side upon the homes of their ancestry. 

Iu 1864 the tribe made a new treaty at the 
Forks of the Wavash. George W. Manypeany 
was the ludian Commissioner, while Nah-wah- 
lin-quak (or Bie-Legs), Peem-y-o-tan-mab and 
Me-shin-yu-me-sia drove the last natis in the 
collin of the tribe by selling their perpetual 
annuity for Sl., due iu (Wenty-six years, 
witb ivterest anguvaily. It i this money now 
which is to be puld to their descendayts, 

What was probably the last official gathering 
of the trive vocurred iu this city a few weeks 
ago. Fourteen beads of tewilies were present, 
und its object wag tu examine the census roli of 
descendants of those signing the treaty. Ac- 
cording to this roll, there are #21 persons yet 
alive who huve enougs Miami bieod tu their 
veins to entitie them to share in the distri- 
bution. Only about 2 of this num bor 
remaln in the counties embraved in the 
“thirty-mile reservation.“ where, fifty years 
ago, the tribe uumbored 1,800 warriors aad prub- 
ably 5,000 souls. Of these WU, probably done uro 
wore than three-fyuurtes blood, and when the 
payment shall have been made, which will be 
early in January, the end of the Miami Nation 
iu its relations to the Government will have 
been reached, The nation will bave 1— but 
of existence officially, and vo man will be abie to 
say, “lam a Miami.”

Some of them bave built fairly com- 
fortabie bomes, but many buddile together in 
little dog cabins, located on a ciearmg of five 
vr teu acres. The majority of the children are 
growing up in ignorance, and when tbe Goveru- 
went withdraws its fostering care most 
of the Miuamis will become objccts of 
public charity. They are idicrs, aud have 
no care fur the future, apd their iguor- 
ance makos them an easy prey for the sharper. 
Pueir lands, now in the market for the first time, 
are being cagerly sought after. 

The last Cuief of the Miamis was Me-sbin-go- 
me-sia. He lived twelve miles soutb of Wabash, 
and died oniy two years ago, in the tb year of 
hisage. He was an honorabie man, and the Me- 
sbin-yu-me-sia Band, now number thirty-two 
persons, is composed of provident, law-abiding. 
and intelligent meu and women, Neurly ail are 
members of the Baptist Church, and read and 
write intelligently.

In speaking ot the defeat of Iroquois in the 
Two Thousand Guineas Mr. Pincussaid: “ The 
coit was hardly himself in the Guineas. He had 
been complaining during the spring and his legs 
had caused me some anxiety. After all it was 
no disgrace to go down before Peregrine over a 
mile, as at that distance he might have been the 
best horse in England at that time.“

He said that from what he could 
learn it was uncertain under the law whether 
the Commissioners could tix their own pay or 
whether it was fixéd by statute. He wanted to 
see the question settled as early as possible, and 
to that end introduced a resolution calling upon 
the Judiciary Committee, when appointed, to 
look into the matter and report. 
The resolution was adopted without discus- 
sion, and the board adjourned until Friday, 
when the standing committees will an- 
nounced.

The fact is, our criminal code 
and practice is formed in the interest of crime, 
and the lower courts and Judges (as you sug- 
gest) are but “chairmen” in their own courts, 
and dare not open their mouths or make a sug- 
westion for fear of censure. JUSTICE.

How «a Litt e Deputy Sheriff Braved 
Davenport on the Stage—A 
Striking Scene Not in the Bill-—The 
Affair Growing Out of

of the tragedy, the Wainut Street Theatre 
last night, when a Stranger put in an appearance 
at the castle. The very manner of the fellow 
showed that he was not on the pay-roll of the

Those occupying seats in the front ot the 
house were amazed. ge who agi- 
tates the bass viol lost motion and the other 
members of the orchestra were transfixed. In 
the meantime cast a stony, cast- 
irun, treezing glauce at the little man in the 
tight trousers and there was a tableau. It was 
alloverin amoment, The little man, with no 
heed of the bowling audience, oblivious to the 
painful expression of the manwith the bass 
Viol, defantof the stony glare of the Queen. 
snatched from his ket two neatly-foldec 
legal docugpenta, to which was attached a i

before him. In this, however, he failed 
v. but the troop of brawny Scots and 
rugged scene-shifters that immediately appeared 
on the scene achieved a grand victory over the 
little man in the vext two nds. 

The audience was then tréated to a dissolving 
view. Twovery thin legs. lu very tight trousers, 
were seen to gyrate wildly in the air.

If the person who 
wished to serve the writ bad wait until the 
close of the performance there would have been 
no necessity for disturbing you and interfering 
with me.”

Why Mies Dick- 
inson’s attorneys— Messrs. Heverin and Sbhakes- 
peare—sbouild adopt such an amazing pian as 
this to serve the papers on Miss Daveuport. We 
have been here two weeks, and no effort has 
been made to execute the service.“

ager Goodwin was asked.
